Northrup, secretary of labor and in ­ 
dustry, to urge imm ediate and proper j 
medical atten tio n to minor in ju ries.. 
Over the ten-year period covered by ■ 
the survey th e rate of Infection for ; 
all industries increased from 4,8 lier j 
cent in 1921 to 5.8 per cent in 1930. 
In five industries the rate of infec­ 
tion exceeded one in every ten cases, i 
Needle 
trucks 
industries suffered I 
most with a ra te of 17.7 per cent; 
hotels and restaurants, 15,4; leather ] 
and rubber goods, 13,7J textile, 119. j 
aud food, 10.4. 
"The consistently high rate of in ­ 
fection for these five industries in 
which m inor accidents are common, 
and serious accidents rare, shows 
conclusively th a t workers and em ­ 
ployes boti\ fail to realize the im ­ 
portance of m inor accidents,” Mild 
Doctor N orthrup.
